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FOREWORD 


The Digest of Public General Bills and Selected Resolutions was 
prepared originally for the Second Session of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress and has been published for all subsequent Congresses. 


The purpose of the Digest is to furnish, in the form of a brief 

synopsis, the essential features of public bills and resolutions 
and changes made therein during the legislative process so that 

Members will have a readily available source from which they may 
answer inquiries concerning these measures, 


In order to furnish Members with frequent coverage the Digest is 
normally published during each Session in 5 cumulative issues 
with biweekly supplementation as may be needed, Each cumulative 
issue is divided into 4 sections. The first section (green pages) 
contains a listing, by number, of the bills that have been 
reported by Committees and the current status of each such bill. 
Synopses in this section (green pages) are revised when necessary 
to reflect the changes made during the legislative process. The 
second section (yellow pages) contains a numerical listing of 
public laws enacted during the current Session together with the 
bill numbers of such laws. The third section contains the syn- 
opses of public bills and resolutions in numerical order as in- 
troduced. The fourth section is a subject index, The final 
issue of the Digest for each Congress contains a fifth section 
which provides a ready reference, by number, to public bills and 
resolutions introduced by each Member (Member Index).

as to deprive persons seeking transportation by air 
to or from any point in the United States, to and 
from which such transportation is normally pro- 
vided by such carrier, and severe hardship would 
result therefrom. 

Constitutes a 3-member board of arbitration to 
consist of one member to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and one member by each of the contesting parties 
each of the latter members to be compensated by the 
party naming him and the Presidential appointee to be 
paid reasonable compensation in an amount to be 
fixed by the President. 

Directs that the board shall hold hearings at 
which parties to the dispute will have an opportunity 
to be heard, and its findings and award shall be 
handed down within 60 days after its appointment, 
except that the President may for good cause extend 
such period up to 30 additional days. Provides that 
the award of the board shall become binding upon and 
shall control the relationship between the parties 
from the date of filing until expiration of 1 year 
from such date, subject to change in the award by 
mutual agreement of the parties. 

Provides for appeal within 15 days from the date 
of the award by either party to the dispute, to the 
United States district court for a review of such 
award on the ground that (a) the parties were not 
given reasonable opportunity to be heard; (b) the 
board of arbitration exceeded its powers; (c) the 
award is unreasonable in that it is not supported 
by the evidence, or (d) that the award was procured 
by fraud, collusion, or other unlawful means or 
methods. Provides that the court, without a jury, 
shall hear the evidence and its decision shall be 
final unless within 10 days either party shall 
apply to the appropriate United States court of 
appeals for a review of such decision. Directs 
that if through this court procedure the decision of 
the arbitration board is reversed, the Mediation 
Board shall promptly notify the President, and he 
shall reconvene the board or appoint a new board of 
arbitration and the board shall proceed to take 
such action as may be required by the court's 
decision. 

Makes it unlawful during any period beginning 
with the date of an order by the President to the 
parties concerned to submit their dispute to an 
arbitration board and ending on the date on which 
an award of a board of arbitration ceases to be in 
effect (1) for any carrier to engage in a lockout; 
(2) for employees of such carrier Lo engage in a 
strikeor any other concerted stoppage or work; (3) 
for any labor organization representing employees 
of such carrier to engage, or encourage such employ- 
ees to engage, in any strike or concerted of work 
stoppage; (4) for any carrier, labor organization, or 
individual to willfully fail or refuse to carry out 
any duty imposed by an award, of a board of arbitra- 
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tion; or (5) for either party to the dispute to make 
any change in the conditions out of which the dispute 
arose except as provided in the award or agreed upon 
by both parties.

The loans would have maturities of not more 
than 30 years, except in the case of farm realty, 
the maturities could be for 40 years, Under 
certain conditions, and in certain rural areas, 
the Veterans Administration is authorized to lend 
up to $13,500 directly to the veteran when private 
capital is not available for a guaranty lona, 

Expiration dates: Loans may be guaranteed if 
made before July 1, 1973, If a loan report or 
application for loan guaranty is received by the 
Administrator of Veterans' Affairs before such 
date, an additional period not to exceed one year 
will be allowed for disbursement of the loan and 
issuance of evidence of guaranty. 

Mustering-out Payments - Eligibility: To be

Directs the Secretary to develop and promote 
on-the-job and other training programs for youth, 
including supplementary classroom instruction, Re- 
quires the maximum use of private and public agen- 
cies, employers, trade associations, labor and in- 
dustry groups, educational agencies and other com- 
munity groups in developing and carrying out the 
programs. Authorizes the Secretary to finance the 
costs of these programs and to pay up to $20 a week 
training allowances. 

Directs the Secretary to cooperate with State 
and local governments to develop opportunities for 
employing qualified trainees on local public serv- 
ice programs. Permits the Secretary to enter into 
an agreement to pay as much as 50 percent of the

Increases authorizations for water pollution 
control programs to $5,000,000 and extends same to 
June 30, 1971, Requires State or interstate plans 
for the prevention and control of water pollution to 
set forth the criteria used by the State in deter- 
mining priority of projects. Limits grants for con- 
struction of sewage treatment works to (1) $800,- 
000, or (2) the total of 30 percent of the first 
$1,000,000 of the reasonable cost of the project, 
Plus 15 percent of the next $2,000,000 of such cost, 
plus 10 percent of the remainder of such cost. Per- 
mits projects serving more than one municipality to 
receive a grant equal to the pro-rata total of such 
project's allowable grant. 

Prohibits such grants in excess of $250,000 
until certain conditions are met. Provides for re- 
allotment of grants, for construction of sewage 
treatment works which are not obligated within 6 
months following the end of the fiscal year. Pro- 
vides that such reallotment shall be in addition to 
the reallotee's share. Increases appropriation for 
such grants to $100,000,000 and the aggregate sums 
sO appropriated to $1,000,000,000. Authorizes the 
Secretary to take all necessary action to insure 
compliance with the Davis-Bacon prevailing wage rate 
provisions in connection with such projects. 

Establishes a 9-member Water Pollution Control 
Advisory Board. 

Subjects all navigable waters to Federal abate- 
ment enforcement authority, provided such abatement 
action is requested by the Governor of the State, a 
State water pollution control agency, or a munici- 
pality. Authorizes the Secretary to issue final 
orders in enforcement actions.

(Education and Labor), 


National Defense Education Act Amendments - 


Loans to students in Institutions of Higher Education: 


Makes permanent the student loan program and provides 
for adequate financing of student loan funds by 
authorizing continuing appropriations, Raises 

the ceiling on annual Federal contributions to a 
Single institutional student loan fund from $250,000 
to $500,000, Extends the provision cancelling por- 
tions of loans for service as a teacher to include 
borrowers who become teachers in colleges and uni- 
versities. 

Strengthening of selected areas of instruction: 
Continues for three years the financial assistance 
aimed at strengthening science, mathematics, and 
modern foreign language instruction in elementary 
and secondary schools. Adds physical fitness to the 
list, 

Permits the Commissioner of Education to reallot 
to other States amounts given for loans to private 
schools if not used and to reallot loans for science, 
mathematics, modern foreign languages and physical 
fitness instruction. Adjusts the interest rate on 
loans to nonprofit private schools to compare more 
closely to the actual cost of the loans to the gov- 
ernment and provides that the rate be calculated on 
an annual basis. 

Graduate Fellowship Program: Makes permanent 
and substantially enlarges and extends the program 
of graduate fellowships. Increases the annual num- 
ber of fellowships to be awarded from 1,500 to 5,000, 
Authorizes the appointment of substitutes for fellow- 
ships vacated before the full term is used. Fixes

the allowance to the institution for each fellowship 
holder at $2,500 in new or expanded graduate programs 
and at $2,000 in other programs. The amounts given 

as stipends to the fellows are made more flexible so 
they can be adjusted when costs increase. Gives pref- 
erence in the award of fellowships to those who in- 
tend to teach in elementary and secondary schools as 
well as to those who intend to teach in institutions 
of higher learning. 

Guidance, counseling and testing: Continues the 
program for guidance, counseling and testing, includ- 
ing identification and encouragement of able secondary 
school students for an additional three years and ex- 
tends it to the seventh and eighth grades. Provides 
additional Federal funds to State educational agencies. 
Authorizes the Commissioner to award traineeships to 
selected individuals to undertake specialized train- 
ing in guidance and couseling at institutions of 
higher education, 

Language Development Program: Makes permanent 
the programs of modern foreign language centers and 
institutes. Authorizes the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion to make grants to enable teachers of modern for- 
eign languages, to obtain advanced training in the 
foreign country or area where the language they teach 
is used. Includes English in the program for insti- 
tutes. 

Special Educational Media: Extends the program 
of research and experimentation in the more effective 
utilization of television, radio, motion pictures 
and related media for three years. 

Extends the vocational education programs for 
three years, 

Improvement of Educational Statistics: Makes 
permanent and enlarges the program for the improve- 
ment of statistical services of State educational 
agencies. 

Improvement of Office of Education: Authorizes 
the Office of Education to delegate authority, appoint 
advisory committees, make grants for research, inter- 
change personnel with States and accept gifts in 
order to improve the Office's ability to carry out 
its functions. 

Removes the requirement that individual recipients 
of payments of loans must execute an affidavit dis- 
claiming subversive beliefs and affiliations. 

Eliminates the ceilings on the amounts author- 
ized to be appropriated for the program.

Prohibits common carriers by water who are en- 
gaged in foreign commerce from charging any person 
higher freight rates for failing to agree to an ex- 
clusive or partially exclusive contract for carriage. 
Permits any carrier or conference of carriers to ex- 
tend lower rates to a shipper or consignee who agrees 
to an exclusive or partially exclusive contract for 
carriage, provided the Federal Maritime Board assents 
to same and provided such contract is available to 
all shippers and consignees on equal terms. Condi- 
tions the Board's approval upon a finding that such 
contracts are neither inimical to the commerce of 
the United States or the public interest. Requires 
such contracts to (1) assure the shipper of as much 
space as reasonably necessary, upon adequate notice; 
(2) stipulate a reasonable period during which in- 
creased tariff rates for the carriage of goods will 
be applied; (3) cover only goods over which the ship- 
per has the legal right to select the carrier at the 
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time of shipment; (4) negate the necessity of the 
shipper's having to divert a shipment from natural 
routings not served by the carrier; (5) limit damages 
for a breach thereof to actual damages; (6) permit 
the shipper to terminate such contract upon 90 days' 
notice; (7) limit rate spreads to 15 percent; and 

(8) contain any other provisions which the Board 

may require or permit. 

Authorizes the Board to withdraw its approval 
whenever such a contract represents a detriment to 
the commerce of the United States or the public in- 
terest. 

Allows the carrier or conference of carriers to 
terminate such contract upon 90 days' notice. Con- 
ditions the reinstitution of such a contract upon 
the Board's approval. Requires any agreement in- 
volving special rates, accomodations, or other special 
privileges or advantages to be filed with the Board. 

Forbids contracts (1) between carriers or con- 
ferences of carriers serving different trades which 
tend to reduce competition; (2) which permit ship- 
pers to act as carrier agents in conference activi- 
ties; or (3) which fail to provide reasonable and 
equal terms and conditions relative to admission, 
readmission, and withdrawal of conference members. 
Requires conference agreements (1) to designate a 
person upon whom service of process may be made and 
(2) to agree to provide records and information upon 
the Board's request. Declares unlawful any un- 
approved agreements. Subjects violators of this Act 
to a penalty of $1,000 for each day the violation 
continues, Permits agreements made under the Ship- 
ping Act of 1916 to remain lawful for one year after 
the enactment of this Act. 

Requires every carrier and conference of car- 
riers subject to this Act to file with the Board 
and keep open to public inspection tariffs showing 
all rates, fares and charges between all points 
on its own route, Exempts cargo loaded and carried 
in bulk without mark or count from the foregoing 
requirement. Requires changes in rates to be filed 
with the Board. Prohibits a carrier or conference 
of carriers from charging rates different than those 
filed with the Board. Prohibits the reduction of 
rates for the purpose of destroying competition.

Design Protection Act - Permits the author of 
an Original ornamental design to secure protection 
for a limited time against unauthorized copying of 
the design. 

Enumerates the types of designs which are not 
subject to the protection of the Act, i.e., a design 
that is staple or commonly known or that is in the 
public domain. However, grants protection notwith- 
Standing the employment of subject matter in the 
public domain where there has been a substantial re- 
vision, adaptation or rearrangement of said subject 
matter. 

Provides design protection from the date when 
the design is first made known for a term of 5 years 
thereafter and allows an additional 5 years by ap- 
plication. 

Requires designers seeking protection under the 
Act to mark the design with a notice consisting of 
the following 3 elements; (1) the words "Protected 
Design", the abbreviation "Prot'd Des." or the 
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letter "D" within a circle; (2) the year of the date 
on which the design was first made known, and (3) 
the name of the proprietor. 

Provides that the omission of the notice shall 
not cause loss of protection once written notice of 
the design protection has been given, with proviso. 

Sets forth what constitutes an infringement of 
a protected design. 

Requires applicants seeking protection to reg- 
ister with the Administrator within 6 months after 
the date on which the design was first made known, 
Sets forth matter required to be given in applica- 
tion and the form in which such application shall be 
submitted, 

Authorizes the Administrator to determine 
whether the design, on its face, is a design not 
subject to protection under the Act. Permits an 
applicant who has been refused protection to request 
reconsideration of his application, such request to 
be made within 3 months of the original rejection, 

Directs the issuance of certificates of regis- 


tration in those instances where design protection 
is to be given. Requires the Administrator to peri- 
odically publish announcements of his intention or 


refusal to register designs, as well as to maintain 
a public file of registered designs. 

Makes other provisions relative to regulations, 
fees, copies of records, corrections of certificates, 
transfer of registration, remedy for infringement, 
penalties for false marking, etc.
